“Swallow and his son, Harold, 
said they were about to retire 
when they felt a “concussion 
which shook the ground.” They 
saw flames light up the sky im- 
mediately and drove to the 
scene.

3 Children, 6 Firemen 
Overcome — Blaze 
Starts in Basement — 


Loss Put at $6000. 


Approximately -50 persons 
trapped by smoke on the second 
and third floors of a building 
afire in the heart of the Well- 
ston commercial district today 
escaped by going down ladders 
put up by firemen. 

The fire started in the base- 
ment of a Salle Ann clothing 
shop at 5985 Easton avenue, 
and was confined to the base- 
ment and part of the first floor, 
but Keavy smoke boiled up 
throughout the three-story 
brick building. 

Three children and six fire- 
men were gvercome by smoke 
and were treated at the scene. 
Roy Kasting of the Salvage 
Corps suffered a cut on the 
right hand. 

Most of the persons rescued 
from the upper stories were 
physicians. and dentists who 
have offices in the building, and 
their employes and patients. 
Unabie to get through the 
halls and down the stairways, 
many of them stood at windows 
with dampened handkerchiefs to 
their faces and called for help. 
Acting Deputy Fire Chief 
Robert Olsen said the blaze 
started in rubbish. He estimated 
damage at $2000 to the build- 
ing and $4000 to the contents. 
It was a busy shopping day 
and a crowd gathered quickly. 
Many patients were waiti 
for treatment in the eight denta 
and seven medical offices in the 
building, which is called the 
Wellston building. It is of fire- 
resistant construction. .- 

All the damage was,in the 
Salle Ann shop. Others on the 
first floor are those of Leona’s 
Hats, Floyd Heckel, florist, and 
Frank Westlake, pharmicist. 
Movement of air by conditi 
ing units held the smoke back 
to some extent and it did not 
spread as rapidly as it might 
have without them. 

Dr. Harry Glassman, a den- 
tist, said he and eight persons in 
his third-floor office did not 
know of the fire until a patient 
left, came back and told of 
smoke in the hall. He said the 
people on the upper floors 
calm, but that some became 
turbed on seeing firemen wear- 
ing gas masks.

EISENHOWER SIGNS DEBT 
LIMIT RISE BILL, WARNS 
IT MAY BE ‘INADEQUATE’ 


DENVER, Aug. 28 (UP) 

RESIDENT EISENHOW- 

ER today signed the bill 

Permitting a temporary 
increase of six billion dollars 
in the. federal debt limit, 
warning at the same time 
that this provision may prove 
“inadequate.” 

The measure raises the 
federal debt ceiling from 275 
billions to 281 billions. The 
increase is limited, however, 
to the current fiscal year. 

“Although this provision 
may prove inadequate,” the 
President said in signing the 
bill, “it does allow some in- 
dispensable latitude in cdn- 
ducting the operations of the 
Federal Government during 
the current year and is an 
improvement over the exist- 
ing situation.” 

He added, “the Administra- 
tion will make every possible 
effort to carry on the activ- 
ities of the Government in ac- 
cordance with this limit.”

The bipartisan Watkins com- 
mittee will start its inquiry 
shortly before another group— 
the Senate Investigations sub- 
committee — publishes Repub- 
lican majority and Democratic 
minority reports on a 36-day 
hearing into the McCarthy-Army 
controversy. 

The McCarthy-Army “verdict” 
is scheduled to be made_ public 
Tuesday night or Wednesday 
morning. 

The four Republican members 
have filed a 3500-word report 
with J. Mark Trice, secretary of 
the Senate, to be kept under 
seal until 5 p.m. Monday. 

Minority Report Outlook. 

Senator John L. McClellan of 
Arkansas, the senior of the sub- 
committee’s three Democratic 
members, said the minority re- 
port will not be completed until 
a few hours before the Monday 
deadline. He declined to dis- 
cuss reports that it is taking a 
form sharply different from the 
Republicans’ findings. But he 
told reporters, “Our report may 
cover some aspects that are ab- 
sent from the majority report.” 
It was said the Democrats’ re- 
port may run as long as 6000 
words. 

McClellan mentioned “an out- 
side chance” that Democratic 
members may file individual

Ships Push Way Through 
McClure Strait—New 
Route Has .No Com- 


mercial Value. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP) 
-—Two Government ice breakers 
have pioneered a “northwest 
passage,” cutting through a 
frozen barrier on the shortest 
all-water route linking the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans.

SHUT IN pirycomessions Stayed With Injured Man De- 


52 Hours Without Food. 


WESTCLIFFE, Colo., Aug. 28 
(UP)—A seriously injured moun- 
tain climber and two loyal com- 
panions who refused to abandon 
him in face of freezing weather 
and lack of food 12,500 feet high 
on Crestone Needle were being 
brought to Westcliffe early to- 


y. 

Earlier reports said the rescue 
party of civilians and expert 
Army mountain climbers arrived 
here shortly after 2 a.m. with 
Rip Collins, 31 years old, of 
Lawrence, Kan., who suffered a 
broken arm, leg and ankle and 
severe cuts and bruises when he 
slipped and plunged 120 feet into 
a crevice in Southern Colorado’s 


Sangre de Cristo mountain 
range. 
Later it was reported the 


Army weazel bearing Collins was 
near Westcliffe but apparently 
had broken down and auto- 
mobiles had been sent out to 
pick up the injured man. 

The two companions who 
stayed with Collins were Bob 
Kulstad, 27, of Lawrence, and 
20-year-old Tony Mueller of 
Denver. The two said Collins 
was saved from certain death by 


a safety rope attached to his 
belt on one end and to a spike 
he had just driven into a rock 
on the other end. 

The three had gone 52 hours 
without food. 

The rescue party reached 
Collins, Kulstad and Mueller at 
11 a.m. By 12:30 p.m., the three 
men had been removed from the 
snow-covered ledge. Collins was 
strapped to a stretcher and car- 
ried two miles over rough ter- 
rain’to the rescue base and then 
transferred to the Army weasel. 

Kulstad and Mueller told 
members of the rescue party 
Collins was leading them onto 
a slippery ledge. 

“He drove his spike into the 
rock cliff,” they said, “an 
started to move when he sud- 
denly slipped.” 

The two companions said 
Collins fell into the crevice, 
which was about 1300 feet deep, 
but that the rope he had tied 
to him and the spike broke the 
fall, throwing him onto a ledge 
below them. 

They said they reached the 
injured Collins and helped him 
to a higher ledge.

It was not far from 
there, at a Municipal Opera 
parking lot in Forest Park, that 
the automobile used in the Eu- 
reka holdup was stolen Monday 
night. 

The car, abandoned less than 
two miles from Eureka, bore a 
license tag that was stolen July 
26 from a machine parked in 
Richmond Heights. That was 
a day before the Pevely rob- 


ry. 

Similarity of Holdups. 

Two men obtained $40,174 at 
Pevely, and two men obtained 
$15,500 at Eureka. In each in- 
stance they entered about clos- 
ing tithe, one wore a mask, one 
climbed over a sevén-foot par- 
tition in the bank lobby, the 
victims were told to lie on the 
floor and later forced into the 
vault, and cars stolen in St. 
Louis were abandoned shortly 
afterward.

Where St. Louis Can Lead 


Should the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer 
District be forced to purchase the equipment 
and real estate that the city and certain county 
municipalities employ in sewer maintenance and 
construction? 

This question grows out of a distinction that 
is made in the Metropolitan District's charter 
between sewer systems themselves and the 
equipment and real estate used in their main- 
tenance and improvement. 

In the case of all existing sanitary and storm 
water sewers, for example, the charter transfers 
title to the Metropolitan District. No cash is 
involved; one public agency merely hands over 
title to another. 

But the case of equipment, material and 
buildings is something else again. The charter 
requires that the Metropolitan District acquire 
such property by “an agreement or agreements” 
between the district and the public agency 
currently holding title to it, =.= 

The city’s investment in sewer maintenance 
property is estimated at some $500,000. Evi- 
dently the City Administration fears to con- 
tribute its equipment and buildings because 
of the possibility it might be accused by its own 
Board of Aldermen of “subsidizing” the county. 
While it is true that many county municipalities 
and sewer districts possess little or nothing in 
the way of equipment, others such as University 
City, Clayton and the like are comparatively 
well off. 

If the district is forced to buy the city’s equip- 
ment, some two-thirds of the cost would be as- 
sessed against city taxpayers. That is because 
just about two-thirds of the taxable property of 
the Metropolitan District lies within the city’s 
boundaries. 

Moreover, if the district is forced to buy 
equipment from say University City or another 
county municipality, city owners once again 
would be paying two-thirds of the price. That 
would certainly cause some ringing oratory in 
the St. Louis Board of Aldermen, 

It is governmental nonsense to require the 
taxpayer in either city or county to pay all or 
part of the ptirchase price of something he owns. 

The simplest, the most direct, the best solution 
is for all concerned to give their equipment to 
the Metropolitan District, and the city should 
take the lead. The success of the Sewer District 
is as important to St. Louis as it is to the county. 
St. Louis should be smoothing the way, not 
throwing up obstacles. 
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A Defection That Hurts the West 

Herr Kar! Franz Schmidt-Wittmack, West Ger- 
many’s latest defector to East Germany, is al- 
ready hard at work disseminating propaganda 
for Soviet Russia. Appropriately enough, he held 
a press conference in the offices that once 
housed Josef Goebbels’s Nazi Ministry for Propa- 
ganda. There he echoed the charges of Dr. Otto 
John, who defected a few weeks ago, asserting 
Chancellor Adenauer has dictatorial ambitions 
and the United States seeks to push Germany 
into war. 

Schmidt-Wittmack, as a Parliament deputy, 
was a member of the European Security Com- 
mittee which had before it highly secret matter 
on formation of the German contingent in the 
proposed European army under EDC. He also 
was the leader of the Hamburg branch of Aden- 
auer’s own Christian Democratic party. His 
background thus will certainly lend an appear- 
ance of authenticity to his words. All this, of 
course, makes him quite a prize for the Russians 
and one that they may be expected to capitalize 
upon to the utmost. 

The West has been hurt again. Its only con- 
solation lies in the fact that the number of West- 
ern defections is not as high as the number of 
defections from the Soviet Russian side.

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Ready for County Voters 

A bill to improve law enforcement in St. Louis 
county has now been passed for a second time 
in improved form, and between all the improve- 
ments a bit of explanation is in order. 

Earlier this month the County Council adopted 
a measure to let county residents vote Nov. 2 on 
a modern police force. The county police would 
take over the law enforcement work of the sher- 
iff’s office, as proposed by a citizens’ committee. 


The vote on this bill was 4 to 2, though actu- 
ally all the council members favored it. The 
dissenting votes arose because of a demand for 
an amendment, and in the meeting this week the 
council accepted the amended bill unanimously. 

What the amendment provides is that a majori- 
ty of the circuit judges in the county will have 
the right to disapprove appointments to the pro- 
posed bipartisan police board. The board will be 
named by the County Supervisor with the con- 
sent of the council. The requirement for consent 
of the circuit judges was added as a kind of 
triple check against partisan politics invading 
the police field. | | 

In any event the proposal for a modern, non- 
political county police force has now been per- 
fected. Supervisor Luman F. Matthews says a 
citizens’ committee. wi begin an information 
campaign for it soon. This is one of the most 
important reforms which has been offered the 
county and deserves public support at the polls. 
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Missouri’s Treasure of Water

as pollution which makes water unfit for use. 
The water policy committee of the Missouri Cot- 
ton Producers Association and H. H. Krusekopf 
of Columbia, ‘professor of soils at the Missouri 
College of Agriculture, have raised their voices 
in support of this view already expressed by 
State Geologist Edward L. Clark, of Rolla. 

A water-resource survey for Missouri would 
be essential even if the dréuth should end to- 
morrow. But an-end is not in sight, and some 
authorities believe the drouth will last. If that 
should be so, irrigation in the state may be ex- 
pected to increase tremendously, in the opinion 
of Mr. Clark and of John Dewey, water engineer 
for the Missouri Resources and Development 
Commission. Laws may be needed to regulate 
the drilling of wells and to limit the volume of 
water that may be drawn from those that are 
drilled. Yet before laws can be intelligently 
drawn, records need to be compiled of the rise 
and fall in the water table due to withdrawals 
for irrigation. ; 

If Missouri is to be prepared to make its water 
supplies go as far as possible in year's of drouth 
—and if it is to use these supplies providently 


in years of normal +some expenditures 
of money will be required. Mr. Clark estimates 
a study and report on water reso will take 


$150,000 a year for six years. L, E. Ordelheide, 
water engineer for the State Health Division, 
estimates pollution abatement will take $17,500,- 


?» ‘, 


000 a year for 10 years—plus an enforceable anti- 
pollution law. Whether or not these figures 
represent the investment Missouri should in pru- 
dence be making in water conservation, it 
must be plain to all that an investment should 
be made and that it should be started at the 
earliest possible time. Conservation of Missouri's 
water resources may be a rather costly process, 
because there is so much to be done—so little 
having yet been done. Whatever it costs, con- 
tinuing in the present uninformed and unpre- 
pared state would be bound to be far more 
costly still. ! 


Feints Toward Formosa 

It is difficult to believe that the Chinese Com- 
munists mean business with their threats to 
“liberate” Formosa. They are giving the threats 
a big propaganda play, just as they are magnify- 
ing for propaganda purposes their hit-and-run 
raid by 40 men on Quemoy, a Nationalist-held 
island off the China coast. But if an attack on 
Formosa were imminent this sort of publicity 
buildup.is precisely what would not be coming 
out of Peiping. 

American officials in the Far East may not be 
far wrong when they advance the theory that 
Peiping’s purpose is to warn Asian nations off 
the projected Southeast Asia defense alliance. 
The United States has given the only answer it 
could give to the Chinese threats—namely, that 
any attack on Formosa will be resisted by all 
American forces. 


In view of this, Peiping’s feints in the direc- 
tion of Formosa, it is speculated, are intended to 
show that signers of a defense pact could be 
drawn into war with China over Formosa, wheth- 
er they wished to be or not. 


How effective this complicated propaganda 
tactic may be, only a specialist in the Oriental 
mind could tell. It takes. no specialist to under- 
stand, however, that Formosa presents a most 
difficult problem that will have to be solved 
some time if a Far Eastern settlement is ever to 
be reached. 


As of now, the United States is committed to 
defend Formosa and must of course honor its 
commitment. The island was not always consid- 
ered within our defense perimeter, however, and 
it is quite possible that some formula for its neu- 
tralization—perhaps a U.N. trusteeship—would 
serve our security needs as well as the present 
situation. We can expect the Chinese to be as 
uneasy about an American base off their coast 
as we would be about a Chinese hase off our 
coast. robes 
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Speed Law for Missouri 

A proposal for a fixed speed limit on Missour! 
highways is before the State Senate’s committee 
on criminal law revision. Chairman Albert M. 
Spradling Jr. says the group undoubtedly will 
report a measure for a 60 mile-an-hour limit to 
the Legislature in January. 

Fixed speed laws are advised by the National 


‘Safety Council, and certainly help to cut down 


accidents if properly enforced. But a speed limit 
law by itself cannot be considered a quick and 
easy way out of highway accidents. 

Some states with fixed speed limits still have 
high accident rates. This fact suggests that a 
speed limit is only as good as the enforcement 
of it. And many factors other than speed con- 
tribute to accidents. ‘ ‘i 

“Accidents are more often caused by the hu- 
man element such as negligence ... and utter 
disregard of the established laws,” says the Mis- 
souri Good Roads Association in the editorial re- 
printed on this page from Missouri Good Roads. 
Safety laws have to begin with the driver and 
his vehicle. 

The State Senate committee has approved a 
compulsory inspection law to make vehicles 
safer. As for keeping the drivers safe, what Mis- 
souri needs most is more teeth in its driver’s 
license Taw. It is far too difficult now for the 
state or the courts to suspend the license of a 
reckless motorist, and only new applicants for 
licenses have to take tests. Anyone whose li- 
cense has not elapsed can drive yegardless of 
handicaps or ability. 

If the committee on criminal laws revision can 
put a tougher limit on reckless drivers, it will 
achieve more for highway safety than a speed 
limit can do. 
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Regardless of Race 

St. Louis has taken another forward step in 
human relations. Henceforth police will take all 
serious emergency cases to the nearest munici- 
pal hospital, regardless of the patient’s race. 
This sound, sensible procedure is a gain for 
every citizen of the city. As Dr. Robert Elman 
of the Washington University Medical School 
pointed out only the other day, the overriding 
concern should be the welfare of the person who 
has been stricken. The City. Administration's 
response to this ‘challenge’ ts ‘most praiseworthy. 
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Mr. Bentley Reaches for a Bishop 

One of those gaucheries which make Euro- 
peans wonder just how American political minds 
are working these days was the invitation of 
Representative Alvin M. Bentley, chairman of a 
subcommittee of the House Committee on Com- 
munist Aggression, to Bishop Albert Bereczky, 
head of the Hungarian delegation to the World 
Council of Churches, to testify about religious 
freedom under a Communist regime. 

Mr. Bentley, a Michigan Republican, could 
have had no genuine expectation that his invita- 
tion would be accepted. He said on Wednesday 
that the bishop was a “thorough-going collabora- 
tionist.” In New York and then in Cleveland, 
Bentley ap a string of witnesses, including 
one who déscribe@ ‘himself. as\ a former 
Communist stool pigeon, say there was no re- 
ligious freedgm in Hungary. And then he added 
that the bishop's limited visa, forbidding any 
activity in the United States other than partici- 
pation in the Evanston ecumenical church ses- 
sions, would probably prevent his appearance. 

All in all, it was quite a show at the expense 
of a clergyman who, no matter how circum: 
scribed, is a guest of the United States on the 
occasion of a high-minded assembly. The bishop, 
of course, rejected the invitation. In another 
telegram, Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, president of 
the United Lutheran Church in America, told 
Bentley that he regarded it as an impropriety. 
And so it was. 

Rep. Bentley’s bid for the Communist-hunters’ 
spotlight must have offended thousands of 
Americag church people. It must have made Eu- 
ropeans wonder how far such irrelevancies can 
be carried, :

Speed Limits No Cure-All

guarantee safety; problem calls for action on many fronts.

Public demand’ for safety on our 
roads and highways continues to grow 
daily and rightly so, for there are some 
38,000 lives lost, a million and a half 
injured and two and a half billion dol- 
Jars in economic and property losses 
annually in the United States. At this 
rate it is impossible for a motorist to 
escape the tragedy of having one or 
more of his relatives, friends or associ- 
ates killed or injured. 

When these alarming facts are 
brought to light, the average citizen 
raises an eyebrow 
and mutters that 
something should be 
done, but does not 7; 
really get excited 
until it hits the 
family pocketbook 
by increased insur- 
ance rates. 

Since Missouri 
has the third high- 
est rates for auto- 
mobile bodily  in- 
jury liability insur- 
ance, people are be- 
ginning to realize 
that the huge losses 
from accidents are 
being passed along to those who are 
not directly involved. With this in mind, 
the first reaction is to clamor for a 
maximum speed law as a cure all. 

Speed takes its toll but it is not by 


any means the only factor in the high 


accident rate. Accidents are more often 
caused by the human element such as 
negligence, lack of skill, indifference 
towards the rights of others and utter 
disregard of the established laws. 


Before the public brings pressure to — 


bear on the legislators to pass only a 


maximum speed law as a means of sub- - 


stantially reducing Missouri’s 1019 killed 
and 11,332 officially reported injured 
last year, they should thoroughly ac- 
quaint themselves with other accident 
contributing factors that should be reg- 
ulated or changed by legislation. 

For instance, there has not been 
enough emphasis placed on a stronger 
control of the driver through improved 
licensing procedures, with much more 
liberal use of suspension and revocation 
of driving privileges and penalties. 

Today, under the existing law, any- 
one who has an operator’s license that 
has not elapsed can drive regardless of 
physical handicap, mental condition, or 
ability. If this law were strengthened to 
take the unfit from behind the wheel it 
would tend to reduce the number of 
killed or injured. , 

In connection with a better driver's 
license law, provision should be made 
to make it mandatory that every boy 
and girl be required to take a driver’s 
education course in high school before 
a new license is issued. Many schools 
have a driver’s education program in 
operation, but it is not a compulsory 
part of the curriculum. Through such 
a program, good driving habits could be 


formed for a generation of:new ‘drivers. 


Another means of seducing the num- 
ber of accidents that should be taken 
into consideration is the adoption of 
uniform traffic markings, signals, etc. by 
all states. The motorist when travelling 
from one section of the country to the 
other is often confused because of the 
difference in state laws as to driving 
regulations. Accidents often result be- 
cause of the motorist’s ignorance or mis- 
understanding of laws that differ from 
those of his home state. 

Our State Highway Commission has 
for some years placed signs indicating 
the safe speed at which curves can be 
taken, and has provided signs as to the 
condition of the road and the safe rate 
of speed these should be travelled. These 
signs are advisory only, but are of 
great help to the driving public. 

It might be worthwhile taking under 
advisement the placing of additional 
markers indicating the location of fa- 
talities that have occurred. This often 
has a sobering effect on the driver who 
is prone to have a heavy foot on the 
accelerator by reminding him of the 
results of carelessness. 

Laws can be passed, recommendations 
made, and the police on the job, but 
safety rests with the individual. There 
is no substitute for individual caution 
and no excuse for carelessness. 

There has not been enough attention 
focused on the benefits of a motor ve- 
hicle inspection law as a safety. measure. 


Such laws are not designed for.the in- 


conyenience or expense to the public, 
but for the public’s own protection. 

It not only insures each of us against 
death; injury and financial loss, but 
actually saves us: money. Periodic ‘in- 
spettion catches thaladjusted or defec- 
tive equipment before they become ma- 
jor repair jobs. inspei fee igs in- 
finitesimal- wheéh" compared with the 
costs of repairing defects that have been 
neglected over a long period of time. 

Traffic safety extends even to the 
construction of our highways. Compe- 
tent engineering and adequate financing 
are the answers to a safer road system. 

If sufficient funds are made available 
to build divided pavements on the heav- 
fer travelled routes, accident rates will 
take another dip. A high percentage of 
the most severe accidents are caused by 
collision of vehicles moving in the op- 
posite direction. With divided pavements 
this will be almost entirely eliminated. 

A flat speed limit must of necessity 
be too low on some routes and much 
too high for safety on others. Would it 
not be a,more balanced approach to 
plan and enforce speed limits at loca- 
tions where road conditions make a 
lower speed desirable, rather than hav- 
ing a state-wide speed limit for all toads 
without consideration of safety of the 
road itself?

By terms of its leave-taking, 
the Senate neither formally re- 
cessed nor adjourned sine die, 
or finally, the way the House 
did.

Normally, when Congress is 
out of town. the President can 
fill any vacancy in his official 
family—no matter how import- 
ant—simply by making a recess 
appointment as authorized by 
the Constitution,

However, Capitol Hill infor- 
mants say Mr. Ejsenhower at 
present is boxed in by a sit- 
— growing out of two fac- 


rs: 

1. Nominations can be sent 
to the Senate only if the Sen- 
ate is sitting to receive them. 
The Senate is not sitting now. 

2. Recess appointments can 
be made only if the Senate 
has formally recessed. It 
hasn't done so. 

The Senate actually is on day- 
to-day call and must return five 
days after a summons ffom its 
majority and minority leaders. 
It plans to return sometime in 
the fall to act on the resolution 
to censure Senator Joseph R. 
MsCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 

When the Senate returns, Mr. 
Eisenhower can make nomina- 
tions in the regular way—send- 
ing them to the Senate for con- 
firmation. After the Senate fin- 
ally adjourns, he can make re- 
cess appointments prior to the 
start of the next Congress. 

Any recess appointment made 
this year could legally extend 
until the day the Senate ad- 
journs next year, provided Mr. 
Eisenhower made a_ formal 
nomination after it comes back 
Jan. 5. If the Senate in such a 
case took no action on the nom- 
ination, the appointee could stay 
on the job and get paid until 
adjournment.

This Thai country is a land 
of plots within plots.

This is what happened down 
in the four-nation Thai junction 
while everybody ‘was busy 
watching Korea or Indochina or 
Pyongyang or Geneva: 

In the mountains of Burma, 
Indochina, Thailand and South 
China are many tribes that have 
enjoyed semi-autonomous status 
through the ages. 

One of the largest is the Thais 
(pronounced ties). About two 
years ago the Chinese Commu- 
nists formed their own special 
“Thai autonomous, district” in 
the stretch of country where 
Yunnan dips down between 


touches Thailand. The autonomy 
was well supervised by commis- 
sars from Peiping. Red army 
units were stationed there. Mil- 
itary roads were built as well as 
road and rail links to Kunming. 
Familiar Pattern. 
At the same time the Viet- 
Minh Communists in Indochina 
infiltrated the Thais in Laos and 
Tonkin. Pridi, a Thailand social- 
ist who fell from power in 1949 
and took refuge ih Red China, 
emerged after Geneva as a Red 
spearhead for the infiltration of 
Thailand. He spoke against the 
“reactionary regime in Bangkok” 
and emphasized nationalist as- 
pirations. This is a standardized 
beginning of Communist soften- 
ing up processes in Asia. Plain- 
ly Pridi had been picked by 
Peiping to head the autonomous 
Thais in China because he was 
so well esteemed in Thailand as 
a liberal nationalist. 
The next step in this pattern, 
after an interval of peaceful co- 
existence, could be a movement 
to liberate the Thais across the 
border, well infiltrated already. 
This would set up a “liberated 
area” which then would become 
the “people’s democratic dic- 
tatorship of Thailand” and would 
be recognized quickly by Peiping 
and Moscow. 
That would mean the division 
of another nation was under way 
with perhaps another dividing 
parallel chosen at another Gen- 
eva.

Calling Him the “Surrogate.” 
HILE the office differs in 
different states of the Union, 
that is, as to its functions 

and prerogatives, in this country 
the SURROGATE «seems to be 
most commonly known as the 
person who presides over the 
probate of wills and the settle- 
ment of estates. This is a par- 
ticularized meaning of a word 
which started with much wider 
scope. 

Strictly speaking, a “surro- 
gate” is simply a deputy. The 
verb “to surrogate” is now obso- 
lete, but it once had broad use 
in the sense of to substitute, to 
put in the place of another. It 
derived from the Latin “surro- 
gare,” composed of the prefix 
meaning under and “rogare,” to 
ask. Anciently it saw use in con- 


nection with proposing a law, . 


that is to say, asking for a vote. 

In English law, the surrogate 
stands as the deputy of a bishop 
or other ecclesiastical judge, and 
so he has seen considrable serv- 
ice as the deputy granting mar- 
riage licenses. 

Thus terms are narrowed down 
and particularized by usage. This 
is how he started, your surro- 
gate—as one asking to substitute, 
asked to be a delegate.

Watermelon

PRACTICAL suggestiqn 

comes from a reader who 

recently glanced at an article 
in this column that was devoted 
to spicy fruit pickles, including 
watermelon rind. “How about 
some hints about the use of the 
fruit itself?” 

Of course, most of us feel that 
the best way to eat watermelon 
is to devour huge slices out- 
doors where we do not have to 
be careful of either our man- 
ners or the tablecloth. Water- 
melon at the table is always a 
hazard, especially if there are 
children who enjoy nothing 
more than shooting the seeds at 
each other. 

One of the problems for serv- 
ice of this fruit is chilling it. 
There is seldom space in the 
usual refrigerator for a whole 
melon. It can be halved and 
quartered, however, enough 
chilled for one meal and the 
remainder covered with waxed 
paper or foil. Or, some of the 
pulp’ may be cut out of the 
shell, placed in a bowl, covered 


‘and chilled. 


It may then be served plain 
“a la fork” or combined with 
other fruits for either a salad or 
a dessert. French dressing or a 
creamy mayonnaise is usually 
chosen for the salad. When 
served as a dessert, a combina- 
tion of lemon juice and orange 
juice with mint leaves or a few 
drops of extract are indicated. 
Or, you may like to use white 


wine or a touch of cordial such 
as Cointreau or Benedictine. 
Watermelon Fruit Salad. 

Two fresh oranges, cut into 
segments; two fresh peaches, 
sliced; one cup green seedless 
grapes; half a cup fresh blue- 
berries; salad greens; two cups 
watermelon balls; fruit salad 
dressing. 

Combine oranges, peaches, 
grapes and blueberries. Place in 
a circle on a bed of salad greens. 
Pile watermelon balls in the 
center. Serve with Fruit* Salad 
Dressing. Yield: five to six serv- 
ings. 

Fruit Salad Dressing. 

Ingredients: one-fourth cup 
heavy cream, whipped; half a 
cup mayonnaise; one tablespoon 
confectioners sugar; half a tea- 
spoon gratéd lemon or orange 
rind. 

Fold whipped cream into half 
a cup mayonnaise. Add sugar 
and grated lemon or orange rind. 
Chill. Serve with fruit salad. 
Yield: one cup,

Soft taffeta petticoats are used 
instead of crinolines under many 
of the new dresses. These taffeta 
skirts are liked for shirtwaist 
dresses with moderately full 
skirts and for dresses that have 
the shaped, gored skirts. Pretty

It’s unusual for a player to 
make a first-hand psychic when 
his hand contains an ace, but 
East, a leading expert, chose that 
West passed in the expectation 
of taking considerable action 
later, but South’s next-ro 
leap to three no-trump caused 
West quite a little embarrass- 
ment. West, also an expert, was 
pretty sure that his partner had 
opened a psychic, but West re- 
fused to be shut out, so he 
doubled. 

West opened his fourth-high- 
est heart and South won with 
the nine. South laid down the 
diamond king, and West played 
the seven as the start of an echo 
to show two cards in the suit, 
so East held up the ace and re- 
peated this hold-up when South 
next led the diamond queen. 


Now South took time out to 
visualize the opposing distribu- 
tion, as indicated by the bidding 
and the play up to this point, 
and he did a marvelous job in 
this respect. (Quite properly, of 
course, he was influenced by 
analysis of what he had to find 
to make the hand.) South cashed 
the spade ace, then led his low 
spade. West, in with the queen, 
could do no better than to re- 
turn another low heart. South 
won, cashed the spade king, then 
Jed a low club toward dummy, 
and West, knowing that there 
was no hope in ducking (‘his 
double having placed the club 
king) went up with the king, 
cashed the heart ace—and sur- 
rendered. 


It may seem that West could 


have avoided defeat by unblock-~ 


ing the spade queen under 
South’s ace, but no. Then de- 
clarer could have led a club to 
the queen and finessed the 
spade 10 through East, making 
(in all) three spade tricks, two 
diamonds, two clubs and two 


hearts—he would have to get a 


second heart trick at the end.
